Harvard Makes the Prince a Doc- 
tor of Laws—He Leads Cheers for 
the President—Boston’ s Banquet. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


OSTON, March 6.—Prince Henry 

of Prussia was the guest of Bos- 

ton today, and his welcome to the 
city was a cordial one. Gov. Crane 
and Mayor Collins, acting for the 
State and city, extended the official 
courtesies to him, and when the Prince 
ceremoniously recéived their calls, he 
went to Cambridge to deliver the gifts 
of his brother, Kaiser Wünelm, to the 


German museum and receive from 


Harvard the honorary degree of doctor 
of laws. Prince Henry's first act at 
Harvard Union, shortly after he re- 
ceived the degree, was to propose and 
lead three cheers for President Roose- 
velit, who is a Harvard alumnus. The 
Prince received a cablegram from the 
Emperor, congratulating him on his 
newest honor. 

Tonight the Prince was given a din- 
ner by the city of Boston, and sat at 
a table with more than two hundred 
representative citizens of the common- 
wealth. He will resume his journey 
early in the morning, and tomorrow he 
will visit Albany and the United States 
Militafy Academy at West Point, en 
route to New York, which he will 
reach Friday evening. 

THROUGH THE CITY. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PIESS—A.M.] 

BOSTON, March 6.—Prince Henry's 
first view of Boston was the snow- 
clad city upon which shone the sun 
from a clear sky. Hundreds of work- 
men were busy at daylight *clearing 
the streets through which the Prince 
and his party were to pass, and by 8 
o'clock the route was in excellent con- 
dition, and the thoroughfares had been 
roped off. Nearly the entire route 
through the city was brilliant with 
color before the Prince arrived. Ger- 
man flags of red, white and black pre- 
dominated in many places over the 
red, white and biue. 

At 9 o'clock, the First Battalion of 
cavalry, one of the best of Massachu- 
setts troops, had drawn up in the sta- 
tien ready for escort duty, A , dozen

Brigade was drawn up. to act as a 
guard of honor, as the Prince and his 
eavairy escort appeared.

ADDRESSES AT HARVARD. 

Soon after 1 the party 
reached Harvard. They were received 
by President Eliot at Memorial Hall, 
and the members of the corporation of 
the university were presented to the 
Prince. Then the visitors were con- 
ducted to Sanders Theater, where the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
was conferred upon Prince Henry by 
President Eliot, who said: 

“This occasion is unique. Twice in the 
history of the university has a special 
academic session been held to do 
honor to the President of the United 
States, making a progress through 
the country, but never before has this 
democratic university been called to- 
gether for the purpose of doing honor 
to a foreign Prince. Weighty reasons 
must determine such ted ac- 
tion on the part of this society of 
scholars. 

These are the reasons: Our students 
of history know the Teutonic sources, 
in the dim past, of many institutions 
and public customs which have 
transmitted through England to this 
new England. 

“The Puritan origin of the university 
makes us hold in grateful remembrance 
the heroes of Protestantism—Luther, 
Melancthon, Erasmus and their kin- 


vicissitudes of the Thirty Years’ War 
and was in the habit of ordering pub- 
lic thanksgiving to God for ‘Geod news 
from Germany.’ 

In watching the social and ethnolog!i- 
cal of our own times, we 
have seen that the largest contribstion 
which a Buropean people made in the 
nineteenth century to the population of 
the United States came from Germany,

America reste to the — schools 
and universities of the German Father. 
land. From them thousands of eager 
American students have drawn instruc- 
tion and inspiration and taken example. 
At this moment, hundreds of American 
teachers who call some German un- 
versity their foster mother are at work 
in schools, colleges and universities all 
the way from this icy eeacoast to the 
hot Philippines. 

“Our men of letters and science know 

well the unparalleled contributions 
Germany has made since the middle of 
the nineteenth ecntury to pure knowl. 
edge and also to science applied in the 
new arts and industries, which within 
fifty years have so marvelously changed 
the relations of man to nature. 
»Our whole people have the profound- 
est sympathy with the unification of 
Germany. We ali believe in a great 
union of federated States, bound to- 
gether by a common language, by un- 
restricted mutual trade, by common 
currency, malls, meane of commun 
cation, courts of justice and institu- 
tions of credit and finance and inspired 
by a passionate patriotism. Such is 
the venerable union, such the German 
empire, 

“We gladly welcome here today a 
worthy representative of German great- 
nese—worthy in station, profession and 
character. We see in him, however, 
something more than the representative 
of a superb nationality and an imperial 
ruler. Universities have long mem- 
ories. Forty years ago the American 
Union was in deadly peril, and thou- 
sands of its young men were bleeding 
and dying for it. It is creditably re- 
ported that at a very critical moment 
the Queen of England said to her Prime 
Minister: ‘My Lord, you must .under- 
stand that I will sign no paper which 
means war with the United States.“ 
The n of that illustrious woman 
is visiting with us here. 1 
Now. therefore, in exercise of au- 
thority given by the president and 
fellows, and the board of overseers, and 
in the favoring presence of friends here 
assembled, I create honorary doctor of 
laws, Albert Willlam Henry, Prince of 
Prussia, and vice-admiral, and in the 
name of this society of scholars 1 de- 
clare that he is entitled to the rights 
and privileges pertaining to this degree, 
and that his name is to be forever 
borne on its roll of honorary members. 

From University Hall, after a lunch- 
eon, the officials of Harvard their 
guests were driven to the vard 
Union to receive the greeting of the 
under-graduates. The streets were 
thronged with cheering people. At the 
union the Prince was given a taste of 
college songs and cheers.

Claims of citizens of one nation may 
arise against the government of an- 
other natien for redress of injuries to 
persons or property which such citi- 
zens may have sustained from such 
government or any of its agents, but 
such individual claims do not arise tn 
favor of the officers and seamen of a 
ship-of-war who receive, in the line of 
duty, Injuries to their persons for 
which a foreign government is respon- 
‘sible. The claim against the foreign 
government is wholly national, and ali 
injuries to such officers and seamen are 
merged tn the national injury, and they 
can look only to their own government 
for such remuneration as it may choose 
to give them. 

“A seaman injured by the explosion 
which destroyed the battleship Maine 
in the harbor of Havana, Cuba, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1898, had no individual claim 
against Spain, even if that government 
was responsible to the United States 
for the explosion, and, therefore, such 
a seaman is not entitled to an award 
in his favor from the Spanish Treaty 
Claims Commission organized by the 
act of Congress of March 2, 1901, to ad-

It can 
be set down as certain, however, that 
at the present moment the beet-sugar 
men in the House can defeat the Cu- 
ban tariff revisibnists, two to one, in 
Republican caucus, and as Speaker 
Henderson announced tonight that, un- 
less the Cuban bill can be passed with- 
out the aid of Democratic votes, it Mil 
not. be passed at all, the fate of that 
bill seems to have been settled already. 

During the day, the fight between 
the Cuban revisionists and beet-sugar 
men was very hot, each side pulling 
constantly for the advantage over the 
other. There has been no such fight 
in Congress since the famous fight 
over putting a tariff upon tin plate, and 
and old members of the House say 
that was a tame fight compared to the 
present one.

N. think the large majority of the 
Republicans have made up their minds 
that we must do something for Cuba. 
There are three propositions presented 
mich have this professed end in view. 
The proposition of Mr. Morris of Minne- 
sota provides for an increase in the 
tariff on sugar to the outside world 
and a rebate on sugar imported from 
Cuba. It does not seem to me that 
many Republicans are e to in- 
crease the duty on sugar. 

Then there is the proposition of Mr. 
Tawney to vote ween $7,000,000 and 
$8,000,000 directly into the Cuban treas- 
ury and to ask the Cuban government 
to distribute about $1,000,000, according 
to his figures, to native Cuban plant- 
ers. This first payment is to be paid 
without any compensation from Cuba 
in any way or manner, a pure gift to 
the Cuban government. It hardly 
needs the opinion of a lawyer to say 
that such a procedure would be uncon- 
stitutional. His proposition further is 
to pay a like sum yearly on the grant- 
ing of reciprocal concessions and the 
passage of our immigration and exclu- 
sion laws. 

“Of course, no bounty of this kind 
could be distributed without a scandal 
and a fraud. In the next place, seven- 
eighths of the Cuban laborers would 
still remain without work. It would 
be just as easy for the sugar trust to 
obtain a concession on the sugar they 
bought on account of the bounty as to 
obtain a concession where the planter 
knew he was to have a 20-per-cent. 
concession in duty. Thus Mr. Tawney’s 
proposition has no advantages over 
that of a 20-per-cent. reduction, and it 
has the disadvantages named. 

“The third proposition is that for a 
20-per-cent. reduction of duties. This 
would injure no home industry. Coupled 
with the provision to extend our ex- 
clusion laws to Cuba, no one appeari 
before the Committee on Ways an 
Means contended that it would so in- 
jure home industries. All agreed that 
the price of sugar to the American 
consumer would remain the same. Nor 
would it inure to the benefit of the 
Sugar trust. The witnesses before the 
committee united in testifying—and the 
statistics proved—that the trust has 
received no benefit in buying sugar, 
elther in Hawali or Porto Rico, since 
the duty was reduced or removed. The 
entire benefits have been reaped by the 
planters in these islands. We have 
every reason to believe the same would 
prove true as to Cuba. 

“Many misleading statements as to 
the attitude of the President, the Cab- 
inet and the House Republicans, are 
appearing tn t newspapers. I cannot 
speak of conferences with the Presi- 
dent. But I have every assurance that 
the Cabinet is not divided on this ques- 
tion, nor have a majority of the House 
Republicans committed themsci ves 
either to the Morris or the Tawney pol- 
icy. The proposition of 20 per cent. 
reduction, if adopted, will put off, in 
my judgment, the annexation of Cuba 
for many years. She will not come in 
until her population is Americanized 
from the States. It will settle the 
question for generations to come, and 
give rest and N to the sugar 
business. 

“If the reduction is made, no further 
change will be made. We have annex- 
ation and free trade. To refuse to do 
anything would put the House tn a po- 
sition hostile to the President: would 
cause uncertainty and a feeling of ap- 
prehension to the producers of sugar 
in the States, and would be utterly de- 
moralizing.”

KILLED BY ESKIMOS. 
Authentic Information Regarding the 


Fate of Andree, t Daring Arctic 


Explorer, and His Associates.

WINNIPEG (Man) March 6.—A re- 
port sent out from the Hudson Bay 
post at Fort Churchill over two years 
ago, that Andree, the Swedish eero- 
naut, and his associates, had been 
killed by Eskimos, is confirmed by 
advices received at the head office of 
the company here. — 

Alston Churchill, factor at Church- 
ili, the company’s most northerly post, 
om the west coast of Hudson Hay, has 
written that after about two years’ 
search the men sent out by him have 
returned with a repert similar to the 
one first published. Traces of the dar- 
ing balloonist and his assoriates were 
followed for hundreds of miles, but it 
was impossible to locate the tribe who 
caused the death. 

The story of e searchers is that 
Aretic Eskimos saw “Oimiak’’ (one of 
theic largest boats) floating in the air. 
When it settled to the ground three 
white men, strangely dressed, came 
out with guns, which they indiscreetiy 
fired. Andree and his associates were 
killed with huskee bows and every- 
thing of value taken. The searchers 
found knives, tebacco and cartridges

It must be evident, even to 
the most superficial observer, that 
the President, by reason of the con- 
spicuity and the importance of his 
position, is exposed to unusual dan- 
gers. It follows, logically, that he 
should be surrounded by safeguards 
commensurate with the extraordinary 
perils of the duties imposed upon 
him. There should be enough sound 
common sense in Congress to recog- 
nize these simple and obvious facts, 
and to pass the pending bill, or some 
measure of like scope and import. 


ORE OBJECTIONS. 


Washington advices state that the 


canal question is rapidly approaching 
a crisis, also that the transcontinental 
railroads and the opponents of any 
canal are confident, self-assertive and 
well equipped for the struggle.” 


The President is quoted as having 


said to a number of Republican states- 
men during the past few days that he 
was heart and soul in favor of build- 


ing the canal. He did not express any. 


preferences for any particular route, 


but stated in emphatic language that 


he did not wish Congress to adjourn 
without passing legislation necessary 
for the construction of the canal. In 
this the President expresses public 
opinion. A vast majority of the peo- 


ple of the United States desire the 
construction of an isthmian carfal. At 
the same time there is no doubt that 


a large percentage of these people are 
indifferent as to which route should 
be chosen. All they desire is that the 
most practicable route shall be se- 
lected and that work shall be com- 
menced without any unnecessary 
delay. 
Meantime, evidence continues to ac- 
cumulate that the arguments in favor 


of other routes are largely intended | 
as obstacles against the construction 


of any canal, just as propositions for 
various schemes of national irriga- 
tion are intended to block any practi- 
cal work in that line. It is said that 
Senator Hanna and others who are 
opposed to the Nicaragua route have 
been gathering evidence to show that 
this route is exceedingly dangerous to 
navigate, on account of the trade- 


winds. Strange, is it not, that this. 


difficulty should not have arisen be- 
fore, after so many years of discus- 
sion over the question of an isthmian 
gateway? 

We are merely ennunciating à pal- 
pable fact when we say that the peo- 
ple of the United States are not in a 
mood to tolerate much more dilatori- 
ness in connection with this urgently 
needed and greatly desired public 
improvement. 


HE SAME OLD STORY. 

A brief digpatch from San Fran- 
cisco tells of the end of the ilong- 
drawn-out strike of the iron trades in 
San Francisco, members of which have 
been out since May 20, 1901. It is 
now announced that by a decisive vote 
nearly all of the unions affiliated with 
the Iron Trades Council have decided 
to resume work. As a consequence, 
about 2800 men will report for work 
in their old positions within the next 
few days. It is not stated how many 
of these men will find their jobs open 


tor them, but undoubtedly many of | 


the places have been filled, and it is 
not to be supposed that the employing 
firms would sacrifice the men who have 
stood by them in their time of 
trouble. 

The details of the agreement be- 
tween the men and their employers 
have nct been given out, but it is 
understood that the men will resume 
work on virtual'y the old conditions, 
with the understanding that their 
claims will be taken up within six 
months, and settled by arbitration, 
conducted through the medium of the 
Civic Federation. Little 
enough this, in return for the en- 
forced idleness of nearly ten months. 
Apart from the direct loss to the men 
and the employers, the indirect dam- 
age done to the city of San Fran- 
cisco by this strike can scarcely be 
calculated in dollars and cents. Tre 
capitalist would be hot only bold, but 
foolish, who, in looking around for 1 
site for investment in a manufacturing 
enterprise should pitch upon a city 
with such ar unenvieble record as 
that of San Francisco during the paat 
twenty years. While the papers in 


‘the northern part of the State are 


awakening to th. desirability of at- 
tracting fresh population, wou!ll it 
not be well for them to insist up :n the 


necessity of guaranteeing lite, liberty 


and the pursyit of happiness” to those 
who are alre&ay there?

The unpatriotic utterances of 


Senators Tiliman, Hoar, and some 


other opponents of the administra- 
tion, in Congress, have borne their 
expected fruit in the form of renewed

in the Philigpines. The armed enemies 
of our government have wrongly in- 
terpreted the utterances of these 
cantankerous disputants as voicing, 
in some measure, the sentiments 
of the American people, and have suc- 
ceeded in rallying to the support of 
their hopeless and failing cause a 
few ignorant malcontents in some of 
the island provinces. The result has 
been a few isolated outbreaks of tne 
insurrection against American au- 
thority. 

It is a simple matter of cause and 
effect. A number of Filipino and 
American lives have been sacrificed, 
and other lives will doubtless be 
sacrificed before the insurrectos are 
suppressed. Nothing in the world is 
more certain than that they will be 
suppressed and brought completely 
un American authority. But the 
chief responsibility for the needless 
sacrifice of these lives shoud be 
placed where it belongs—upon the 
blatant enemies, here at home, of 
the governments polley—a policy 
decreed by an overwhelming majority 
of the American people, expressed in 
two national elections. 

Latest dispatches from Manila are 
to the effect that a vigorous military 


policy is to be inaugurated’ in the 


islands of Samar and Leyte, where 
opposition to American authority is 
most active; also in the province of 
Morong, Luzon, where thé recent cap- 
ture by insurgents, and subsequent 
rescue of Sefior Amoril, presidente 
of the town of Cantal, created great 
unrest. The inauguration of vig- 


}Orous measures in these disturbed re- 


gions is necessary and inev..able. 


Armed insurrection can no more 


prevent the carrying out or the policy 


which the American people have de- 


creed shall be carried out in the Phil- 
ippines, than can the measly attacks 
of chronic faultfinders and political 
demagogues in the halls of Congress. 

This fact should be fully and finaliy 
understood: Our army in the Philip- 
pines, and the civil government which 
has been established in the islands, 
under authority of the President (by 
virtue of the power vested in him by 
Congress.) are not acting upon arbi- 
trary or usurped authority’ They 
are putting into practical effect the 
decree of the American people. The 
government could not do otnerwise 
than it is doing in the islands, with- 
out disobeying the mandate of the 
people, in whom resides the sovereign 
power of this republic. 

Those who are so flippantly accus- 
ing the government of usurpation, of 
oppression, and of other grave 


wrongs, are in effect bringing their 


accusations against the American 
people, who have directed, approved 
and commanded the policy which 16 
being pursued by the administration. 
This command was laid upon the 
government by the largest popular 
majority ever returned in the history 
of the nation—the largest popular 
majority, in fact, ever returned in 


the world’s history. The malcon- 


tents and kickers of the minority will 
do well to bear these facts in mind.

“He has ordered me to hand over to 
you these photos of reproductions of 
monuments, which are going to be re- 
produced in casts.

President Eliot responded appro- 
nriately, and returned the university's 
thanks for the gift. When President 
Fliot had stopped speaking, Prince 
Henry said: “I hope it will promote 
good feeling between the two nations.” 

“It cannot do otherwise, replied 
President. Eliot, “and the good feeling 
rests on common stock, on common 
motives and ideals, and many of the 
German ideals will doubtless be ex- 
pressed in this collection in toe works 
of art which your sovereign is coing 
to exhibit here in Cambridge for cen- 
turies to come.”

BANQUET AT THE SOMERSET. 

The heartiest part of Boston's for- 
mal welcome to Prince Henry was 
concentrated in the banquet at the 
Somerset this evening. To the senti- 
ments expressed there, His Royal 
Highness made a formal response. 

The hall was lavishly decorated, yel- 
tow being the predominating floral 
color. The Prince's entry into the hal! 
accompanied by Mayor Coilins was 
hailed with cheers. At the proper iime 
the Mayor made his preliminary 
speech and caNed for a toast to the 
President of the United tes, imine- 
diately following this by « call fer 
a toast to Emperor William of Ger- 
many. Both of these were drunk with 
cheers. An orchestra stationed ust 
outside the banquet hall played appro- 
priate selections. Prince Henry was 
then introduced and spoke briefly. He 
said: 

“Mr. Mayor, Gentlemen: In giving 
expression to my thanks for the cor- 
diality of the reception tendered to 


me. I beg to say that : shal! endeavor 


to realize that | am the guest of a 
city, the predominant pride of whose 
irvhhabitants. | am itnformetl, makes 
them look upon it as the Hub of the 
universe.“ Seriously speaking, I 
should have considered my tour 
through this country incomplete with- 
out a Visit to the principal city in the 
commonwealth which has piayed vo 
important a part in the history of the 
United States and wh se influenve is 
so great and far-reac'ing.

I seem to stand here at the cradle, as 
it were, of American civilization. Let 
it also be that. the bonds of friend- 
ship which for so many years have 
united our two peoples may still tur- 
ther be strengthened by mutual ri- 
valry in the field of literature, art and 
science. Should this be the result of 
my visit to your friendly and hospit- 
able shores, I will have gladly put up 
with having submitted to simultaneous 
interviews of over one thousand Amer- 
ican pressmen as well as having.

Falling Wall Kills a 
Young 


| ‘| Collapse of “Building 


Due to Rains. 


Poor Mamie Boyle Happened 
to Be Passing at the 
Fatal Moment. 


While standing on the sidewatk at 
the corner of Third and Rose streets in 
this city at 4:40 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, Mamie Boyle, the fourteen-year- 
old daughter of John Boyle of No. 252 
Bast First street, was caught under 
the falling wall of a building in course 
of construction, and completely buried 


of men went to 
work with all possible speed to rescue 
her,,when her body was found, in less 
than five minutes after the accident, 
life was extinct. The body was hor- 
tibly crushed and it is believed that 
death was instantaneous. 


The responsibility for the accident 


has not as yet been fixed. The con- 


tractor says the collapse was due to a 
combifiation of circumstances; the 
rain which softened the mortar, the 
absence of anchoring devices in the 
wall, the high wind of yesterday after- 
noon, Among the hundreds of persons 
who visited the scene yesterday much 
indignation was expressed, and it was

The method followed is to place 
the carefully-finished wooden door in 
a hot solution of fossil gum in linseed 
oil. This completely closes the pores of 
the wood with an impervious varnish, 
eo that on transferring the door to the 
electrolytic bath the solutions ar@ not 
absorbed, On removal from the var- 
nishing bath the edges of the door are 
bound with sheet copper fixed by ce- 
ment, and the rest of the door is then 
covered with a conducting layer of 
bronze powder, after which the whole is 
placed in an electrolytic bath and cop- 
per deposited over the whole surface.

CAREFUL canvass of 
district shows that the fruit 
“coming into the packing-houses 
cleaner, and in most cases, better than 
usual.

Lively Planting. 
Activities in tree planting have be- 
gun upon a large scale since the 
“gains. During the month of Febru- 


is 


ary 132,500 plants were handied from. 


the Los Angeles depot alone. The 
Gest part of the month little encourage- 
ment was offered by the weather for 
orchard extension. The last few days 
of the month the rains changed the 
Conditions all round, only fairly start- 
ing the tree boom, however, for March 
will witness an enormous movement in 
Fruit trees. The above figures do not 
include the shipment of 101,000 grape- 
vines from Los Angeies to Cucamonga, 
or 60,000 asparagus plants to Riverside. 
Neither do they .include the heavy 
retail traffic in trees and plants going 
out from nurseries which have a gen- 
eral certificate of cleanliness, upon 
which no account is kept by the city 

The above figures do not 
 tndieate a net gain to the tree census 
of this section, for thousands of old 
trees and unprofitable varieties of all 
kinds have been removed to give 
place to the new plantations.

Local Traffic Heavy. 

Crowded as Los Angeles city seems 
with tourists every day,

The Peach Moth. 

Considerable loss was sustained last 
season from the ravages of the yeach 
moth, dozens of specimens having been 
gathered in the San Fernando Valley, 
where this comparatively new pest 
seemed most active. In another col- 
umn will be found a timely article from 
the Suisun Courier, this insect having 
developed to a troublesome extent in 
many of the northern counties, as well 
as in the southern. Attached to the 
article is the most approved formula 
for the extermination of the moth. 
Peach growers of the South have in 
prospect a fine crop of peaches, the 
trees having resumed their normal con- 
dition after two years of gap or 
other depleting disease. Those who 
expect to fight this pestias ofhers are 
now doing at Glendale and ‘ether points,

Several inquiries have been received 
of late concerning the whereabouts of 
George Compere and mail is received 
every Week at the Horticultural Com- 
missioners’ offices that he should re- 
ceive direct. After Mr. Compere fin- 
ished his work for the State Board of 
Horticulture and had visited two weeks 
at Los Angeles last summer he departed 
again for Australia, where he now holds 
the position of member of the Board 
of Agriculture, West Australia. 

Albert Koebele, the discoverer of 
the parasite which destroyed the white 
scale 80 thoroughly in Southern Call- 
fornia twelve years ago, hae also been 
taken from the service of California 
by the superior salary paid by another 
country. Mr. Koebele is employed by 
the Hawaiian government. Two years 
ago California applied to the island au- 
thorities for the release of Mr. Koebele. 
The reply was that California did not 
have money enough to get him, and 
that he would not be released. 

In this connection the State Board 
of Agriculture was asked a year ago 
to set aside $5000 from an appropriation 
of $250,000 to send an entoniologist 
along with the-California expedition to 
discover, if possible, a parasite for the 
gypsy moth, known to exist somewhere 
in Japan. The reports show that seven 
entomologists in New England advised 
against the proposition. And yet the 
State of Massachusetts has expended 
over a million dollars in the attempt to 
eradicate this moth. It fe spreading at 
an alarming rate over the State and 
may bring disaster to the nation in its 
destruction of the forestry of the coun. 
try. The one achievement of Albert 
Koebele has been worth millions to 
California. The State might continue 
these investigations with profit.

Pear Blight and Bees. 8 

There is much conflict this spring 
between the pear growers of some 
of the northern counties and the keep- 
ers of bees thereabouts. Last season 
the agitation over the carrying of biight 
infection into the pear orchards by the 
bees occupied the time of a large num- 
ber of fruit growers, and they made 
such a strong case that this season 
the bee men have met and passed reso- 
lutions agreeing to move their aplarids 
to the distant mountains till the pear- 
blooming season is over. It has been 
demonstrated -just how far the honey 
makers will ny in the pursuit of 
flower nectar, and the beekeepers 
claim they can remove their hives out 
beyond the danger line. Just how the 
pear men will meet this new proposi- 
tion, whether it will allay their thirst 
for the extermination of the bees the 
press does not state. It is an unique 
contest, however, and is one of the 
difficulties that must be settled with- 
out precedent. That bees and pear 
blight are closely associated is con-

Guard the Franchise. 


As the developments in transporta- 


tion, power and light lines increase 
the protection of the shade trees 
should be of prime consideration at 
the time of granting franchises. This 
duty will fall upon the Supervisors, in 
the territory outside the towns and 
cities, and to the municipal officers in 
incorporated territories. The author- 
ities should stipulate in every fran- 
chise granted that no mutilation of 
shade trees should occur, or make it 
impossible by requiring the electric 
light and ‘power wires, the telephone 
and telegraph wires to be swung from 
the center of the streets. This would 
leave the shade trees to grow and be 
preserved, as they would not be near 
the stipulated position of the wires. 
A bitter fight has been going on in 
Pomona for the preservation of the 
finest row of black acacia in Los An- 
geles county. The owner of the abut- 
ting property saved these lovely trees 
from mutilation only by a show of 
physical force, the electric wires finally 
passing his block upon the opposite 
side of the street to avoid trouble. The 
projectors of these lines are rarely 
so considerate, but ig this case no 
doubt they despoiled the trees on the 
other side. In discussing this case 
with an ex-Councilman of Pomona he 
was compelled to acknowledge that

spores originate in the field or in the 
packing-house, every means should be 
applied toward their destruction—the 
fumigation of the packing-house, the 
cleansing of field picking boxes, lad- 
ders and picking bags. By another 
season more will be known of this new 
foe, and possibly some definite means 
of its extermination be discovered. 
Meantime, the carpeting of culls and 
furrows filled with waste fruit to be 
plowed under with a light covering of 
earth are a menace to coming crops. It 
will indeed be a menace if it is found 
that the navel peculiarity of our fa- 
vorite orange carries with it a weak re- 
sistance to the simple forms of fungi. 
It may be that the spores find entrance 
into oranges that have become weak- 
ened by the splitting tendency, even 
though that tendency 16 not percepti- 
ble to the most careful examination. If 
that is true the trouble may all be 
overcome by cultivation that may pre- 
vent splitting entirely.

Progressive Vine Men. 

Many of the vineyardists of Lamanda 
aistrict in Los Angeles county are in- 
troducing resistant vines from the 
North under the ordinance passed by 
the Supervisors last June. Théy are 
not afraid of the trouble and light en- 
pense necessary to comply with the 
law designed to exclude the possibility 
of the introduction of phylloxera, and 
in consequence will soon have resistant 
stock in abundance. Just what vine 
disease they have out at Lamanda that 
the northern stock will resist is a lit- 
tle puzzling, but it is gratifying to see 
the vine growers of that district in en- 
thusiastic support of the quarantine 
ordinance that has kept the nursery- 
men of the North awake o' nights. 
Most of the criticism of Los Angeles 
pioneer anti-phylloxera ordinance came 
from the other end of the State, and 
consequentiy the wide-awake farmers 
of this section will see the depth of the 
opposition by reading the following 
from the Fresno Democrat:

THE FRUIT ORCHARD. 
How to Treat Peach Moths. 


The investigation of moth in Placer 
county has brought out certain facts, 
and as these facts have a direct bear- 
ing - the spray to be used and when 
to effectualiy apply the spray it is 
deemed advisable to present the results 
so far obtained. The work is not ef 


complete, and therefore it must be we 

understood that any recommendatio 

—— now applies to the winter brood 
only. 

We find the worm in winter quarters 
now and so well covered that no sprays 
will reach at this time. Temperature 
experiments show that on the approach 
of warm weather the worm becomes 
active and eats away his 
and when such conditions prevail 
spraying will be effective. When warm 
weather causes the buds to start, and 
at the same time induces activity on 
the part of the worm, a spray will do 
the work expected of it and not tin 
then. From these facts it is strongly 
urged that spraying be delayed until 
such time as the buds are well swollen, 
Experience has generally shown that 
a spray can be safely applied when the 
blossoms are just openingand even when 
the tree is in full bloom, provided the 
strength of the spray be somewhat re- 
duced. Our experiments so far, and 
the experience of numerous growers, 
seem to show that the best results will 
be obtained from the lime, salt and 
sulphur, when this is made true to the 
formula. We give the formula that is 
now generally accepted and would lay 
special emphasis on the time required 
for boiling. Remember that no easy 
way is known to properly make this

Formula: 
Lime (unelacked) ........... 4 pounds 
Sulphur „ ee ee eee 20 unds 

ones 60 gallons 


Place 10 pounds of lime and 20 pounds 
of sulphur in a boiler with 20 gallons 
of water. Boil at least one hour and 
a half. When sufficiéntly boiled the 
mixture should be of an amber color; 
that is, the sulphur will be thoroughly 
dissolved. Put the balance of the lime 
—30 pounds—in a cask and slack, add- 
ing the salt while the slacking is in 
progress. When completely dissolved 
add to the lime and sulphur in the 
boller and boil for from 20 to 45 min- 
utes. To this mixture add_enough hot 
water to make the full 60 gallons. Ap- 
ply hot, 

Later experiments may develop other 
facts of importance, and when such do 
develop due publicity will be given to 
them.—[Suisun Courier.

THE DAIRY. 
The Water on a Dairy Farm. 


The water supply should be even 
more scrupulously guarded than the 
food supply. It serves a double pur- 
pose, that of water for the cow 
the washing of the utensils. The water 
for both should be equally pure, and it 
ought to be made an axiom that water 
unfit to wash the pails or cans is un- 
fit for cattle to drink. The milking cow 
requires large quantities of water, and 
whether it be capable of demonstration 
that impurities may find their way into 
the milk, it is safest to take the benefit 
of the doubt and use only pure water. A 
shallow dug well in the corner of the 
cow lot cannot escape contamination at 
some timer The contamination may not 
last all the time, and it may be, as is 
usually the case, that it is of a harm- 
less character. The fact is that any 
contamination from he surface, no 
matter what may be its character, 
marks the well as one that may become 
infected, and the cause of an epidemic. 
It only re.nains for the right kind of an 

ection to enter. It may require one 


r or forty years. 

The special forms which are partial 
to the water supply are the intestinal 
germs that cause diarrhoea and the 
typhoid form. Many of the most alarm- 
ing epidemics of typhoid have been 
traced to such a source. It is, not an 
easy matter to obtain an adequate sup- 
ply of water at all places about a city, 
but as far as possible it should be from 
a driven well. As far as tested, all driven 
wells of more than twenty-five feet are 
supplying pure water. The hardpan 
near the surface acts as an effective 


barrier to the passage of germs, ana |

Skim-milk Calves. 

Skim-milk calves can be raised at a 
greater profit than nine-tenths of the 
farmers imagine, hut most of them are 
not so raised. It is not a difference be- 
tween methods. Fine ekim-milk calves 
6 months old frequently bring from $15 
to $20 per head, and at that rate they 


are very profitable if the cost of rais- 
ing them been képt within reason- 
able limits.

ted by hand without knowing anything 
about sucking. Five quarts a day di- 
vided into three meals should be all 
that that calf should be fed at tirst, and 
this quantity is gradually increased up 
to about six quarts. The largest meals 
should be given at night and mornin 
and half as much at noon. The mill 
should be as near the temperature of 
the milk from the cow as possible. Ali 
cal k should be fed warm and 
eweet. Later on sour milk can be fcd, 
but in that event it must be fed sour 
all the time. [fu cLenge from sweet to 
sour will cause trouble. When two or 
three weeks old skim milk can take the 
place of the sweet full-cream milk, but 
the change should be made gradual. 
This is necessary because the quantity 
must be increased. It takes nearly 
twice as much skim milk as cream milk 
to produce a pound of flesh or fat. 
When the change is complete, the 
calves can be fed nearly all the skim 
milk they will eat, but a little meat 
and ground grain can be added about 
this time to give them more strength 
and growth. At first put a jittle 
moistened meal in their mouths after 
drinking, and they will soon acquire a 
taste for -grain. Within a w they 
wall learn to take the meal themselves 
from the pail.—{Cultivator.

Sheep Scab. 

Among the acts of the last session 
of the Indiana Legislature was one 
making it compulsory to dip all scabby 
sheep.

Scab is produced by an ich mite, that 
causes itching, pulling and 
83 the wool, causing a bare and 


animal. It is therefore ble 
stamp out the disease by killing all 
mites by dipping. Selutions of to- 
bacco, lime and sulphur and arsenic are 
effective for this purpose. The tobacco 
solutions have preference, They may 
be made by taking from twenty to 
twenty-five pounds of tobacco 
and stems and soakirfg for one day 
sufficient water to cover. Then boil for 
an hour and draw off after six hours. 
Dilute to one hundred gallons. Add 
twenty pounds of sulphur and use while 
warm. lime and sulphur dip may 
be made by slacking t pounds of 
lime in some water, ding twenty- 
four pounds of sulphur and diluting 
to one hundred gallons. It is trouble- 
some to the tobacco solution, 
and is about as cheap to buy the ex- 
tract for use. e lime and eul- 
phur dip is injurious to the It 
requires on an av one and a haif 
galions of dip solu per head for 
more than twenty-five. head. The sec- 
ond dipping is necessary at the tenth 
day, so that the cost for material must 
be reckoned at about 5 to 7 cents 
head.

VEGETABLE NOTES. 
New York’s Big Potato Importation. 


Under date of August 26 last a man 
of wide experience in the potato busi- 
ness wrote the Guide, stating that the 
crop was short all over the country, 
except in California, and that events 
would prove heavy importations from 
the United Kingdom, Germany and 
Belgium to be absolutely necessary . 

Events have proved that the Guide's 
correspondent was right in his calcula- 
tions and his forecast. Since January 
1 there have come into the port of 
New York alone 560,000 sacks of pota- 
toes. Counting what came from Oc- 
tober 1 to January 1 and including 
this current week's supply of 13,000 
sacks, and with two steamers due with 
15,000 sacks, New York has had every 
one of a million sacks of imported po- 
tatoes this season, and moreover, Bal- 
timore, Boston and Philedelphia 
had quite some cargoes, outside this 
estimate. The duty being 70 cents a 
sack, New York's i tions alone 
have put $700,000 inte Uncle Sam's 
pocket. There is plenty of stuff still 
to come, though Belgian potatoes are 
being rapidly cleaned up, to such a 
degree, indeed, that American opera- 
tors have called those representatives 
they sent over to Belgium back home. 
Still there might be a few bargains left 
there for a wideawake man who kept 
his eyes open.

“During last epring the shipments of 
X 21 to markets beyond the moun- 
tains, or, to be specific, to Chicago— 
since that is the only rhubarb market 
which is a paying one up to this time— 
were more profitable than in any for- 
mer year, and as a consequence about 
200 acres have been added to the area 
formerly cultivated. Twenty carloads 
were shipped this year, each car con- 
taining 560 boxes. The boxes weighe:l 
about forty-two pounds each and the 
shippers received a profit of something 
over $1 per box, net. The San Fran- 
cisco shipments, although much larger 
in amount, were not ite so profita- 
ble: but the home . gr foreign ship- 
ments, taken together, averaged a net 
return of $1. 

“The shipments to San Francisco are 
about fifty carloads a year. It is a 
rather remarkable circumstance that 
the San Francisco markets appear able 
to stand a carload per day, while one 
carioad in two or three days in the 
East is as much as the markets will 
absorb. When the plant sells at such 
a rate that it will net $1 per box the 
profits’ are large. It will pay 10 per 
cent. interest on land worth $1000 per 
acre. The vegetable land around San 
Leandro is worth not quite $1000 _ 
acre, but it has sold as high as 700 
and recently $500 per acre —— deen 
refused by owners of choice land.“

During last spring the shipments of 
rhubarb to markets beyond the moun- 
tains, or, to be specific, to Chicago— 
since that is the only rhubarb market 
which ts a paying one up to this time— 
were more profitable than in any for- 
mer year, and as a consequence about 
200 acres have been added to the area 
formerly cultivated. Twenty carloads 
were shipped this year, each car con- 
taining 560 boxes. The boxes weighe:! 
about forty-two pounda each and the 
shippers received a profit of something 
over $1 per box, net’ The San Fran- 
cisco shipments, althorgh much larger 
in amount. were not quite so profita- 
ble; but the home and foreign ship- 
ments, taken together, averaged a net 
return of $1. 

“The shipments to San Francisco are 
about fifty carloads a year. It is a 
rather remarkable circumstance that 
the San Francisco markets appear able 
to stand @-carload per day, while one 
carioad in two or three days in the 
East is as much as the markets will 
absorb. When the plant sells at such 
a rate that it will net $1 per box the 
profits’ are large. It will pay 10 per 
cent. interest on land worth $1000 per 
acre. The. vegetable land around San 
Leandro is worth not quite $1000 255

Dow AT SAN PEDRO. 


DEEP-SEA DENIZENS KEPT ALIVE 
AFTER BEING CAUGHT. 
Skipper’s Ingenious Device for Keep- 
ing Fresh Fish—Bark Vidette’s Long 
Vessels Due at Port. 
Campaign—Brevities. 


SAN PEDRO, March 6.—The launch 
Tempest, Capt. Carl Jorgensen, came 
—— port 3 morning with what are 
8a to the first grouvupers ever 
brought here alive. 

There are several of the fish and 
they weigh three or four pounds each. 
They were caught Wednesday from the 
ocean bottom about cighteen miles 
south of here and in 600 feet of water. 
It is common when such fish are hooked 
and brought to the surface for the re- 
duced external pressure to cause their 
eyes to project far out and even for 
their intestines to be forced out of the 
mouth. 

Those which Jorgensen caught were 
given surgical treatment, which seems 
to have been effective. As soon as one 
of the fish was pulled to the surface its 
belly just back of the fin would be 
perforated with a pin as 
big pencil lead, 


perforations would be made and the fish 
would then be thrown into the tank in 
the launch. Those which were caught 
Wednesday were active in the tank to- 
day and apparently in condition to live 
for several days. Their eyes were not 
much buiged, and they did not ap- 
pear to be suffering for the great re- 
duction in exterior pressure. 

' launch, which was re- 
cently built by him, has some features 
which are said to be new on the Pa- 
cific Coast. The engine, although oper- 
ated by gasoline explosions, is a triple- 
expansion affair and the sound of the 
exhaust is not nearly so loud as that 
caused by ordinary gasoline engines of 
the same horse power. The engine was 
built in Los Angeles. 

Abaft the engine there is a low deck. 
beneath which there is a tank, which, 
when the size of the launch is consid- 
ered, is a rather large one. In the cen- 
ter of the deck is a hatch of suitable 
eize, through which fish may be put 
into the tank or taken from it. By run. 
ming the engine the tank water may 
be renewed from the sea. Jorgensen 
has a scheme to keep the fish which he 
catches out at sea alive jn the tank 
several days if need be and put them 
on the market when most in demand.

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HER IRON CROSS. 
Massachusetts Woman Was Decorated 

by Emperor William I. With the 
Famous Emblem of Courage. 


[Kansas City Star:! One woman 
alone in America is entitled to wear the 


the Victoria Cross, and she is the only 
woman in America whom the military 


officers com ing the suite of Prince 
Henry of sia would be officially 
obliged to salute with the German 


salute of honor. 8 

The little lady who bears these dis- 
tinctions is the Baroness Von Olen- 
hausen, now nearly 80 years old. She 
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is the widow of a German nobleman, 
though born in historic Lexington, 
Mass., of the bluest-blooded revolution- 
ary stock. She has lived for the last 
quarter of a century in Massachusetts, 


passing the time either in Boston or 
in her 


old home in Lexington. 

Only to her personal friends, who are 
many, and who always speak of her as 
“the madame,” is the story of the 
thrilling events of her life known. 

The littl madame wears upon her 
breast the Iron Cross, pinned there by 
Emperor William IL. Germany, for 
her heroic service in behalt of the Ger- 
man fatherland. 

When madame was a girl, 
fresh-cheeked and blue-eyed, she fen 
in love with a German nobleman who 

come to this country to practice 
his profession. He was a chemist, and 
deeply learned. ore de- 
Clared him to be the most profound 
scholar he had ever known. 

She was an artist. Lines of beauty 
grew wherever she touched brush or 
pencil. The dignity, the culture, the 
tenderness of the German baron woke 
in her breast the chord of love. They 
were married, and for ten years their 
life was a happy, uneventful one. Then 
Baron Von Olenhausen died. It was 
then that in the depths of her soul the 
widow vowed to devote her life as a 
thank offering for the happiness that 
had been vo her for a decade 
and more. She would give her strength 
and time to the sick and suffering. 

The Civil War broke out. The little 

volunteered as a surgical 
nurse, and was with Dorothea Dix all 
through the struggle. Then came the 
Franco-Prussian war. Alone, she sailed 
for Germany. She reached Berlin and 


ment. Once appointed, she remained in 
active service until after peace was de- 


clared. 
The little heroine rec 


eived the Iron 
| Cross for her remarkable fortitude and 


insistent: care of the wounded after 
Orleans, where she and her charges 
were reviled and ill-treated by French 


mo 

The decoration of the Iron Cross was 
instituted on March 10, 1813, by Fred- 
erick William III. and was restricted to 
the campaign of 1813-1815. It was a 
cross of honor given only for the most 
meritorious services of heroism to the 
fatherland. It was revived, with slight 
modifications, in July, 1870, by Emperor 


‘William I. 


It is a cross pattee, with silver edges. 
On the obverse side is the crown on the 
upper limb, the initials, A. W.“ at the 
center, and 1870-1871 on the lower limb. 
The reverse is plain. It is attached to 
a black-and-white ribbon of .watered 
silk. 

Whenever any person wearing the 
cross pasces a German barracks or gar- 
tison, the guard on duty immediately 
calls, ral of the guard, salute the 
iron cross,” and the guard of honor is 
called out to give its salute to the hero- 
ism indicated by the little iron badge. 
Whenever a wearer of the cross of iron 
dies, a military escort follows the 
coffin, the cross, borne on a 
cushion, is carried at the head by the 
commander of the escort. n the 
cross must be returned to the gov 
ment. 

Clara Barton is the only other Amer- 
ican woman besides Mme. Von Olen- 
hausen who has been decorated with 
the cross of iron. 

It is not to be wondered at that Em- 
peror William desired to give to this 
brave woman an even greater mark of 
distinction than the iron cross. After 
she returned to America he sent her 
the cross of merit, but it was lost in 
transmission. She still preserves with 
modest pride the letter advising her of 
its intended val. It was sent 
through Mr. Schlessinger, the German 
Consul at the port of Boston, but ef- 
forts to find it were unavalling. 

The cross of merit was ordered struck 
off on May 22, 1871, by Emperor Wü 
Ham. It is a Maltese cross of tron, with 
a red enameled cross in the center. It 
is worn on the left breast and tied with 
a black-and-white ribbon. No other 
American-born person has ever been 
decorated with this cross. 

Mme. Von Olennausen's Boston home 
is in the Grundmann studios. Here, 
surrounded by painters, sculptors and 
other artist folk, she spends her time 
making beautiful designs or taking in- 
tricate stitches in making needlework.
